UNDER POLE HAS 
MAJOR IMPORT 
FOR WAR, TRADE 


Voyage Proves Exist- 
ence of Undersea 
‘Northwest Passage’ 
— Drastic Cut in 
Shipping Distances.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9—A 
eommercial sea lane under the 
North Pole, linking the At- 
lantic and Pacific oceans and 
greatly reducing the distance 
between many of the world’s 
major ports, was foreseen to- 
day as a result of the historic 
voyage of the U.S.S. Nautilus. 
_ Announcement of the voy- 
age, in which the nuclear-pow- 
ered submarine traveled under 
the massive ice cap at the top 
of the world, was made yester- 
day by President Eisenhower, 
in a surprise news conference 
at the White House. 

“Points the Way.” 

The pioneer cruise, Mr. 
Eisenhower declared, “points 
the way for further explora- 
tion and possible use of this 
route by nuclear-powered 
cargo submarines as a new 
commercial seaway between 
the major oceans of the 
world.” 

- Regarded as a scientific tri- 
wmph for the United States, 
the voyage confirmed that 
there is a navigable passage 
tinder the pole. The cruise 
Produced other important sci- 
éntific discoveries as well. 
Operating under strict se- 
crecy rules, the Nautilus trav- 
eled 1830 miles under the 
polar ice cap in 96 hours. The 
route was from Point Barrow, 
laska, to a point in the At-

Spitzbergen.

Anderson, who is 37 years

Anderson told reporters the 
Nautilus was directly under 
the North Pole at 10:15 p.m. 
(St. Louis time) last Sunday. 
With 116 men on board, there 
were more persons assembled 
at~the Pole than ever before, 
the Navy said.

“Basic research available to 
us today indicates that it is not 
unreasonable to expect com- 
mercial submarines, if de- 
veloped, to travel at 40 knots

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9 (AP) 
—The dramatic voyage under 
the polar ice cap by the atomic 
submarine Nautilus was hailed 
in Western capitals today as a 
momentous achievement open- 
ing new possibilities for both 
war and peace. 

But there were a few barbed 
comments, both at home and 
abroad—mainly directed at the 
White House.

On Capitol Hill, several leg- 
islators called the feat an an- 
swer to Russia’s Sputniks. 
Senate Republican Leader 
William F. Knowland of Cali- 
fornia hailed the news as an 
example to the world for “not 
selling America short.” 
Senator Henry M. Jackson 
(Dem.) of Washington, a mem- 
ber of the Senate-House Atomic 
Energy Committee, said, “Both 
the military and peaceful ap- 
plications of this voyage are 
enormous. ... It opens up Wa- 
ters adjacent to all of the land 
mass of Asia, Europe and North 
America.” 

Publicity Buildup Criticized.

LETTER WRITTEN 
AT NORTH POLE 
TO EISENHOWER 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 9 (AP) 
—Comdr. William R. Anderson, 
commanding officer of the nu- 
clear submarine Nautilus, 
signed a letter to President 
Eisenhower at the exact time 
the craft passed the North 
Pole last Sunday. 

The letter said: 


“It is an honor and a privi- 
lege to report to you that the 
U.S.S. Nautilus will, in a few 
minutes, reach the North Pole 
while making the world’s first 
transpolar voyage. 

“We submerged under the 
Arctic ice pack off Point Bar- 
row, Alaska; on 1 August and 
expect to emerge in the Green- 
land sea on 5 August. 

“I hope, sir, that you will 
accept this letter as a memento 
of a voyage of importance to 
the United States. It would not 
have been possible had be not

fight for world peace.”

BEIRUT, Aug. 9 (UPI) —

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y., 
Aug. 9—The United Nations 
special emergency General As- 
sembly will ocnvene Wednes- 
day with a basic outline before 
it put forward by U.N. Secre- 
tary General Dag Hammar- 
skjold for action to promote 
stability and prosperity in the 
Middle East. 

Hammarskjold told the 81l- 
nation organizational meeting 
of the world organization yes- 
terday that the present crisis 
drew attention to the funda- 
mental problems facing the 
U.N. in the area. 

In broad generalities, the 
Secretary General indicated 
that: (1) Economic and. tech- 
nical assistance must be ap- 
proved by U.N. members to 
Middle East nations, (2) that 
Arab unity must be reasserted 
to fully utilize the aid, and (3) 
that world approVal must be 
voiced for the objectives of 
such program devised by the 
U.N

He recalled that U.N. peace- 
preserving agencies in the Mid- 
dle East, the U.N. Emergency 
Force in Egypt, the Palestine 
Truce Supervision Organiza- 
tion, and the U.N. Observation 
Group in Lebanon had “ren- 
dered useful service.” The 
principles on which they were 
founded must be supported by 
the U.N. membership if they 
are to be even more effective, 
he said.

The skipper of the Nautilus, 
Comdr. W. R. Anderson, proved 
in the circumstances to be as 
bold a navigator in Navy poli- 
tics as in the waters under the 
polar ice. 

Anderson went directly from 
the White House to Rickover’s 
office in the Navy building, a 
few blocks away. There he 
paid his personal respects to 
the man, whose tough-minded 
drive made the Nautilus a 
reality. 

For Rickover, the official 
snub was nothing new. 

In 1953 he was almost in- 
voluntarily retired from the 
Navy. Promotion boards twice 
passed over him in selecting 
Captains for promotion to Rear 
Admiral—a fact that ordinarily 
requires retirement. 

But congressional admirers 
of his nuclear work virtually 
told the Navy it must change 
its mind. A special promotion 
board was convened with the 
general impression that it had 
better recommend Rickover for 
Rear Admiral if it wanted Con- 
gress to approve any other pro- 
motions. The board did as de- 
sired. 

Rickover’s difficulties with 
his Navy superiors seem to 
stem largely from the zeal with 
which he has pushed the de- 
velopment of nuclear-powered 
ships. He is given to outspoken 
comments and disdain for red 
tape. And there were some sug- 
gestions of anti-Semitism in 
the Navy's resistance to his 
promotion. 

Another fight is now shap- 
ing up over Rickover. Now 58 
years old, his active duty is 
supposed to end in July 1960— 
unless he gets a special exten- 
sion of a year or is promoted 
to Vice Admiral. 

Congressional pressure has 
started to build up for the pro- 
motion—which no one thinks 
the Navy will supply without 
a great deal of pressure.

He asked 
for “reaffirmation” of those 
principles. 

Urges Economic Aid. 

“To the extent that the 
Arab nations would find it pos- 
sible to translate the principles 
mentioned into joint practical 
action,” Hammarskjold con- 
tinued, “the organization (U.N.) 
should be prepared to render 
assistance of a technical nature 
and to give the necessary sup- 
port. This is especially so in 
the field of economic co-opera- 
tion,” he said, adding that it 
would assist countries in im- 
proving their social and eco- 
nomic conditions. 

“I have in mind especially 
arrangements giving a proper 
framework to the co-operation 
between oil-producing and oil- 
transiting countries or made 
with a view to a joint utiliza- 
tion of water resources,” Ham- 
marskjold said. This collabora- 
tion could best be made by 
the nations in the region with 
U.N. “encouragement, support 
and technical assistance.” 

He said the world community 
must recognize the particular 
problems of the Middle East 
and assure “the peoples there 
that they may shape their own 
destinies in the best interest 
of each nation within the re- 
gion arid of the region as a 
whole.” He thought if the 
U.N. would give “general ex- 
pression” of its respect and 
understanding, it might quick- 
en the solution of other prob- 
lems. 

Uneasy Reference. 

Some U.N. observers inter- 
preted the concluding words 
of the Secretary General as 
an uneasy reference to big- 
power intercession in the Mid- 
die East, whether by East or 
West. It has been charged that 
the U.A.R., headed by Egyp- 
tian President Abdel Gamal 
Nasser encouraged Syrian in- 
filtration of Lebanon and un- 
rest in Jordan. American 
forces are now stationed in 
Lebanon and British troops in 
Jordan. 

At the conclusion of the 36- 
minute organization session, 
preliminary to the full-scale 
debate next week on Middle 
East conflicts, America’s chief 
delegate Henry Cabot Lodge 
described Hammarskjold’s out- 
line as “ a consistent approach 
to the problems,” adding that 
“the United States will give 
these suggestions careful and 
urgent study.” 

Shortly after Assembly Pres- 
ident Sir Leslie Munro of New 
Zealand had told the delegates 
that he was “heartened by the

BENGASI, Libya, Aug. 9

Reluctance Overcome. 

Traditional reluctance in 
Congress to pass federal aid 
to education legislation has 
been overcome somewhat by 
eoncern over ‘Russian scien- 
tific gains.

UNION BILL OK'D

Senate Passes Con- 
troversial Measure

BUENOS AIRES, Aug. 9 — 
The Argentine Senate adopted 
yesterday a controversial union 
organization law virtually hand- 
ing the labor movement back 
to Peronist control. 

President Arturo Frondizi’s 
Senate majority approved the 
text of the bill passed by the 
Chamber of Deputies without 
change. The measure was op- 
posed by the Roman Catholic 
church, business and profes- 
sional organizations, nearly all 
press and anti-Peronist labor 
unions. 

The bill recreating the sin- 
gle General Labor Confedera- 
tion with the official right to 
speak for labor, awaits the 
President's signature to become 
law. In 18 of its 57 clauses 
it is identical to the old Peron- 
ist union law. 

The Peronist unions, which 
represent about 1,500,000 of 
Argentina’s 2,500,000 organized 
workers, hailed the law as as- 
suring their complete future 
control of labor. Anti-Peronist 
union leaders called it a 
Fascist law and “blank check 
for repayment of a political 
debt” of the administration to 
Peronists who voted for Presi- 
dent Frondizi. , 


Leaders of more than 20 ua- 
ions issued a statement saying 
the anti-Peronist unions would 
“resist the attempt to alter 
their leadership and to make 
the labor ‘organization the 
booty of an electoral victory.” 

The law calls for elections 
for officers in all unions within 
90 days despite the fact that 
all unions already have elected 
officers. Under the provisional 
government, when most of the 
present officers were elected, 
Peronist union leaders prior to 
1955 were disqualified. Unions 
which now have anti-Peronist 
leaders, including the big rail- 
road workers union and com- 
mercial workers, have opposed 
new elections. In this they 
have found circumstantial al- 
lies in the Communists, who 
control 12 unions, including the 
big construction workers ui- 
ion, and oppose elections. 

The Peronist demands for 
new elections are based on 
hopes of recapturing unions 
which now have opposition 
leaders—mostly Socialist, Com-

NEW YORK, Aug. 9 — The 
American Federation of Musi- 
cians announced yesterday that 
it expects to sign a mutual-aid 
pact with musicians’ unions in 
16 foreign countries which 
would help stop “the unregu- 
lated flow of recorded music 
across national boundaries” and 
the “increasing unemployment 
of musicians” which the A.F.M.

The benefit of the agreement

A.F.M. President Herman D.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In answer to David L, Nor- 
ton's letter on my article, “The 
Neo-Pharisee in Modern Life,” I 
should like to point out that I 
criticized Andre Gide not as a 
writer (though I do have some 
reservations on his achievements 
as a novelist) nor on his sex life, 
but on his assumption of a virtue 
which to my mind he conspic- 
vously lacked: sincerity. 

His lack of sincerity in his per- 
sonal relations can be amply doc- 
umented. That he found his no- 
toriety not unprofitable is sus- 
tained by French critical opinion 
on the money value of shock. 

Why is Mr. Norton so sure that 
I was thinking of “Corydon”? I 
might conceivably have been 
thinking of “L'Immoraliste.” As 
a matter of fact, I was thinking 
of neither. I did not attack Gide 
on the basis of his homosexuality, 
but upon his self-complacency; to 
that extent he seemed to fit into 
my discussion of the neo-Pharisee. 

Read Gide by all means. How- 
ever. if you want to know a tower- 
ing genius. read Marcel Proust, 
who also deals with homosexual-

The Census Forecast 


Through the first half of the 1950-60 dec- 
ade, the prospect was that Missouri would 
lose still another seat in the national House 
of Representatives after the next census. This 
was because Missouri’s rate of growth in those 
years was not great enough, in terms of the 
national rate of population increase, to hold 
its own in the distribution of the 435 House 
seats. Now comes the news from the Census 
Bureau that Missouri may not be adversely af- 
fected after all, though the margin will be 
close. It may take the actual census statistics 
in 1960 to determine whether Missouri will 
keep its 11 seats in the House or lose one. 

After climbing up gradually threugh the 
last century in relative strength in the House, 
Missouri reached its high point in 1900 when 
16 seats were assigned to this state. Sixteen 
remained the Missouri allotment after the 
1910 and 1920 population counts. But follow- 
ing the 1930 census, Missouri was required to 
come down from 16 seats to 13. It was that 
redistricting which went afoul at Jefferson 
City with the result that for one term in 
Washington all Missouri's Congressmen served 
at large. 

As other states grew faster than Missouri, 
our relative position was further weakened. 
Following the 1950 cénsus, the latest redis- 
tricting was on the basis of only 11 seats— 
three in St. Louis and St, Louis county, two 
in Jackson county (Kansas City) and several 
adjacent counties, and six in outstate Missouri. 

The prospect is that Illinois will lose a 
seat after 1960, its delegation declining from 
25 to 24. As of now, the big losers will be 
New York and Pennsylvania -— three seats 
each. Since California is to gain at least 
seven seats—to 37 and second only to New 
York's 40—the rising giant on the Pacific 
Coast can be said to receive all the losses of 
New York, Pennsylvania and Illinois. 

Florida, which is booming along much like 
California, partly at least under the impetus 
of pensioners and coupon clippers on retire 
ment, is due to be the second heaviest gainer 
—three new seats to a total of 11. 

All these gains and losses reflect the chang- 
ing structure of American society. The sin- 
gle most important change, going on in all 
sections, is the decline of rural population 
and the increase in urban dwellers. As our 
society grows more homogeneous, sectional 
differences give way to an identification of 
interests along the line of cleavage between 
city and country. 

If Illinois loses a rural seat while California 
gains an urban seat, the interests of Illinois 
city dwellers may still be served about as well 
as they were before—for in Congress an urban 
vote from Los Angeles will often reflect more 
closely the interests of a Chicagoan or East 
St. Louisan than will a rural vote from down- 
state Illinois.

The spectacular accomplishment empha- 
sizes that the North Pole is one of the great 
crossroads of the world to military planners. 
It has been cited as the short cut to the heart 
of Soviet Russia and to the heart of the 
United States in terms of jet bombers and 
intercontinental missiles. Now, although Pres- 
ident Eisenhower spoke of it as a possible 
“new commercial seaway between the major 
oceans of the world,” it has an even greater 
potential as a place for long-range missile 
firing submarines to lurk. 

Adm. H. G. Rickover, the Navy's authority 
on nuclear submarines, has many times 
spoken of the deterrent combination that is to 
be found in the atom aybmarine and the polar 
ice cap. Hiding under the ice, a small num- 
ber of these submarines would constitute a 
fleet-in-being with a terrible potential ready 
for use at a minute’s notice. The ice above 
and their ability to move swiftly would give 
the submarines much greater protection than 
a land-based permanent missile base can 
command, 


Army Engineers vs, Foreigners 

Although the so-called “buy American” law 
has been somewhat liberalized, the Army En- 
gineers are again making it difficult for for- 
eign manufacturers to submit bids on heavy 
equipment. In calling for bids on four heavy 
three-phase transformers recently, the Engi- 
neers specified that the bidder must have 
“complete repair and test facilities” within 
the United States or Canada. This brought 
a protest to the State Department from Italy. 
Others are expected from Great Britain and 
Austria. 

The Engineers’ restriction is the more of- 
fensive because Secretary of the Interior 
Seaton recently forbade the Bonneville Dam 
Authority to, use an identical clause in its 
contracts. ‘Such discrimination against for- 
eign manufacturers is hardly helpful at a 
time when the United States is trying to 
mend some of its North Atlantic fences. And 
at no time is it conducive to getting as much 
as possible for the American taxpayer's dollar. 

Manufacturers in the United States, of 
course, would like to see foreign competition 
eliminated. The Office of Civil and Defense 
Mobilization now is examining a petition of 
the General Electric Co. and. the National 
Electrical Manufacturers’ Association which 
asserts that the importation of heavy electri- 
cal equipment is damaging to-national security 


- pecause it weakens the American electrical 


industry. This seems a rather questionable 
contention in view of the size of the Ameri- 
can industry and the difficulties foreigners 
have encountered in the American market. 
Unless the contention can be upheld by 
substantial and convincing evidence—not just 


v 


a theoretical argument—no ——— devices 
should be employed to keep foreign bidders 
from having an even chance to win this busi- 
ness, The United States cannot have economic 
isolationism and political internationalism at 
one and the same time. 


Bernard Goldfine and Contempt 


The House of Representatives is now ex- 
pected to vote next Wednesday on the con- 
tempt of Congress citation against Bernard 
Goldfine, Boston business man who gave 
presents and extended favors to White House 
chief of staff Sherman Adams. The contempt 
citation was voted without dissent by both 
the House subcommittee and full corimittee. 
In the full committee all reference to former 
Gov. Adams was removed, presumably in 
order to get Republican votes when the vote 
is taken in the House. 

There is no question that the power of 
Congress to cite for contempt has been abused 
in recent years. The Department of Justice 
has not always relished the citations sent to 
it from Capitol Hill for prosecutions. And 
the federal courts have frequently thrown 
out contempt citations based on questions 
that were far afield from the investigation. 


Mr. Goldfine’s lawyers disagreed on the 
propriety of the 23 questions put to him by 
the subcommittee concerning the East Boston 
Co. and its subsidiary, the Boston Port Devel- 
opment Co., in both of which the benefactor 
of the White House chief of staff is majority 
stockholder. The basis for the questions, put 
by Subcommitee Counsel Lishman, was that 
the parent Goldfine corporation was having 
trouble with the Securities and Exchange 
Commission, whose operations were within 
the legal purview of the subcommittee inquiry. 

Boston lawyers Samuel P. Sears and Law- 
rence R. Cohen advised Mr. Goldfine not to 
answer questions about the operations of the 
two companies. Two. other Goldfine lawyers, 
Roger Robb and William A. Porter, recom- 
mended that he reply. The latter two said 
they believed that many of the questions 
“were relevant and material to the inquiry.” 


This is the question the House must at- 
tempt to resolve in what amounts to a quasi- 
judicial proceeding. Our view of it is that 
Mr. Goldfine needed to have a very good rea- 
son not to answer—that if he cannot show a 
strong and convincing explanation he was in 
contempt of Congress.

If meanwhile the compro- 
mise government of Gen. Chehab should re- 
quest withdrawa) of troops, as it has promised 
to do. the United States would heve no ree- 
sonabie alternative to comp)ving. 

As @ matter of fact, our Government ought 
to be thong evervthmg possible to speed the 
day when Gen. Chehab. # mot the U.N. can 
take over.

The Sack, Sacked 

The sack dress is dead, according to high 
fashion authorities in Paris, and long live 
Empress Josephine. The sack lasted only a 
year, or about as long as Davy Crockett’s 
coonskin appealed to youngsters. In killing 
the style, Paris not only confirms the views 
of most men but also opens new sales pros- 
pects from old history. 

We will not predict how long the Empress 
Josephine style will endure, but how many 
American women remember Empress Euge- 
nie? Not personally, of course, but her hats? 
In 1931 every lady in the Easter parade wore 
those small-brim, shallow-crowned audacious 
little hats of the Second Empire. And now 
come the high-waisted, flowing dresses of the 
First Empire. While Eugenie and Josephine 
were empresses of different times and fates, 
both had enormous wardrobes, which are 
good for repeat performances. 

Time and Paris prove that there is no end 
of new fashions or of French royalty. Marie 
Antoinette may appear when needed. Or 
even Queen Catherine de Medici. She in- 
vented a powerful corset known as the “corps” 
because she disapproved of any waistline 
measuring more than 13 inches. The wasp 
waist is, perhaps, the exact antithesis of the 
sack.

An Easy Bill to Sign 


President Eisenhower soon will have before 
him a bill, now passed by the Senate as well 
as the House, that he ought to be abie to 
sign in a matter of seconds. This is the bill 
of Congressman Peter F. Mack Jr. of Illinois 
to bar switchblade knives from interstate 
commerce, 

When the bill was in House committee, the 
statement was made that “the switchblade 
knife is an even more dangerous weapon than 
firearms because it can be concealed so much 
more easily.” In the Senate, New York State 
Supreme Court Justice John E. Cone testified 
that more than 1,200,000 switchblade knives 
and gravity knives are sold annually, prin- 
cipally to youth. 

Judge Cone and other members of the New 
York Committee to Ban Teen-Age Weapons 
testified that New York and 11 other states 
had acted against these dangerous knives. 
But with sale of them legal so far as inter- 
state commerce is concerned, the Judge said, 
“We are stymied by federal laws which per- 
mit teen-agers to obtain them through mail 
order houses.”

duced is the kind that attracts little attention 
in the press of urgent measures. Yet it can 
be a positive factor for good in combatting

PERIOD, 1800-1840, by Dr. Albert E. 
Fossier, (Pelican, 520 pgs., $8.) 


Dr. Fossier, who has written wide- 
ly of the colorful medical history 
of New Orleans, has also given years 
to a study of the gaudy general 
story of the Creole town. Of French 
birth, and a student of that language, 
this native of the city by the Mis- 
sippi has pursued a labor of affec- 
tion and deep interest, and now he 
collects the results in a thick, heav- 
ily-detailed and rewarding volume. 

The chief value of his work is its 
mass of factual material, much of it 
presented for the first time, in quo- 
tations and citations from journals, 
newspapers, reminiscences and other 
sources, Dr. Fossier is not a profes- 
sional writer, and he is content in 
the main to allow his data to speak 
for itself. Its does that well. 

The New Orleans with which he 
deals was, as he notes, the nation’s 
“wonder city” of the first half of 
the last century, rivaling New York 
and Philadelphia, while some pre- 
dicted that it would eventually out- 
do those centers.

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Dr. Jung Says F lying Saucers 
Are a New ‘Savior Myth’ 


ZURICH, Switzerland, Aug. 
9 (AP)—Dr. Carl Gustav Jung 
said yesterday he considers fly- 
ing saucers a new “savior 


The 83-year-old psychologist 
denied, in an interview, reports 
t believes in the existence of 
tlying saucers. 

Me said he has for many 
years investigated the saucer 
reports from the point of view 
both of their objective truth 
and of their psychological 
background. 


After long studying the psy- 
chological aspect of the prob- 
lem, he said, he came to the 
conclusion that man’s desire 
for a new “savior myth” was 
the basic cause of all the al- 
leged flying saucer observa- 
tions. 

“I am convinced that those 
who ‘saw’ flying saucers wanted 
to see them,” he said. “Many 
people today are in need of 
fantasy. Their minds are cor- 
nered by the bad situation in 
which our world is today. They 
are in need of answers to their 
anxious questions, answers 
which nobody can give them. 
That is why they let their fan- 
tasy run on the lines of flying 
saucers and similar objects. 

“In my stady of the litera- 
ture on the subject, I have 


again and again come across 
the idea that the saucers con- 
tained creatures who come to 
earth to ‘help’ or ‘instruct’ us. 
This clearly shows the observ- 
er’s own desire for help. 

“I do not consider ‘the 
alleged eyewitnesses of flying 
saucers to be fools or knaves. 
They are usually perfectly hon- 
orable people. But I am con- 
vinced they all have in mind 
the need of a savior.” 

With a smile he added: “I 
am pretty convinced I myself 
shall never see a flying saucer.’ 

Jung was an early disciple 
of Sigmund Freud, but later 
diverged from the Freudian 
school and formed his own psy- 
chiatric principles. He lives 
in retirement in a lakeside sub- 
urb of Zurich. 


The Aerial Phenomena Re- 
search Organization, through 
its Unidentified Flying Objects 
center at Alamogordo, N.M., 
issued on July 29 a report 
quoting Dr. Jung as saying 
U.F.O.s are real and “show 
signs of intelligent guidance by 
quasi-human pilots.” Subse- 
quent investigation indicated 
that this report was a distor- 
tion of a 1954 interview with 
Dr. Jung which appeared in a 
German language magazine in 
Switzerland.
